574 seconds of arc per century, 
could not be fully accounted 
for by perturbations due 
to the presence of planets. 
Leverrier's calculations were 
based on classical celestial 
mechanics. The discrepancy 
of 43 seconds of arc between 
the observed and the calcul- 
ated values remained a per- 
plexing puzzle which was to 
be solved only in 1915 by the 
eneral relativity theory.

Natur- 
ally, perturbations due to 
other bodies and the irregular 
shape of the earth, atmo- 
spheric disturbances ete, 
would have to be taken into 
consideration. 

There is a further point of 
interest. In classical mechan- 
ics the gravitational field is 
independent of the rotational 
motion of the central body. 
Not so in relativity! Here the 
spin of the central body gives 
rise to an additional gravita- 
tional field over and above the 
static gravitational field. But 


this effect is extremely small. ° 


The rotation of the sun with 
a period of 28 days affects the 
advance of Mercury by a me- 
ré one-hundredth of a second 
of arc. an amount too small 
for identification and separa- 
tion from the stationary rela- 
tivistic effect.

US Had Refugee Rescue Plan i in I 940

NEW YORK.— ! 

UCKED away in the 9815 

Pages of otficial) docu- 
ments in “Foreign Relations 
of the United States, 1940, 
Vol. II” are some revealing 
references to Jews, partic- 
ularly to the refugees from 
Hitler and the world's at- 
tempts to find havens for 
them.
